WO DEBATING CLUBS ARE 
POSTURED BY UNIVERSITY 
Norman, Okla., Nov. 20.-4lore than 
200 debating dub* in high schools and 
rural communities in all parts of the 
dtafe have been organized in the past 
two months by tho aid of tho Univer­ 
sity of Oklahoma Extension Division, 
which Is devoting a part of its effort 
to the systematic education of the 
people of Oklahoma on the issues now 
confronting the state. 
The University sends free of charge 
to any one in tbs state Instructions 
for the organising of the clubs, then 
furnishes free the material for the 
debate. A manual on public discussion 
and debate and a bulletin on the in­ 
itiative and referendum have already 
been sent out A bulletin on *1316 uni­ 
cameral form of legislature la now in 
preparation, fend others are planned 
for the following subjects; recall of 
judicial decisions; guaranty of bank 
deposits; woman suffrage; consoli­ 
dation of country schools; Panama 
Canal tolls; socialism; federation of 
country churches; decrease of the 
MKY. 
In estimating that at least 25 per­ 
sons attend the meetings of these 200 
clubs, the University is already aiding 
5,000 citizens of the state. With clubs 
being organized st the rate from 15 
to 20 a day. it is predicted that this 
number will be increased fivefold be­ 
fore spring.
